My Fig Update

On Tuesday, City Planning and LADOT staff reported back to the PLUM Committee on 
progress with the “Figueroa Corridor Streetscape Project” (known as “MyFig”), a multimillion 
dollar effort supported by state grant funds. MyFig will redesign a four-mile section of Figueroa 
Street between Downtown and USC in Council District 9. The improvements will create a 
complete, multimodal street that better serves the needs of pedestrians, bicyclists, transit 
riders, motorists and business stakeholders. Councilmember Price’s and the Mayor’s staff 
reported on a recent four-hour “summit” meeting of diverse community stakeholders, bicycle 
and housing advocates, and MyFig consultants that had been convened by Councilmembers 
Price and Huizar and Mayor Garcetti. 

The PLUM Committee moved to receive and file staff’s report with the additional instructions to 
Planning and LADOT staff which resulted from the consensus-building endeavors and 
leadership of Councilmember Price, his staff, and the Mayor's Office. Recommendations 
included: 

■Request for the appropriate staff to quantify and report back the actual expected delays, as 
opposed to the analysis in the EIR as well as preparing an educational/marketing campaign for 
implementation of the project 

■Conduct further analysis in regards to the MPAA’s concerns that would address specific 
concerns regarding the lane closures for filming purposes 

■Request that DOT meet with FilmLA, MPAA and other industry stakeholders to discuss how 
filming/lane closures will occur once MyFigueroa plan is adopted 

■Conduct Technical Working Groups to work out individual concerns regarding ingress/egress 
with relevant parties 
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■Establish a Special Events Advisory Board, A second advisory board that includes all 
permitting agencies and representatives for USC 

■Create an advisory board for the post-evaluation studies that includes representative from the 
Figueroa stakeholders 

City Planning and LADOT staff will report back to the PLUM Committee on progress in 
implementing these instructions.

Is there a yellow street lighting maintenance vehicle on the street? 

The vehicle has a city seal, the words “Street Lighting" on the driver and passenger doors and 
the word “Exempt” on its license plate. 

Is there street lighting staff working on a streetlight? 

They can be identified by their orange vest, hard hat and city identification. 

Call 9-1-1 immediately if you observe a wire theft in progress or see any suspicious activity 
around city streetlights.
